Brings Better Sales 


During Week 


Stanley Trueblood, manager 


of the Covina Fruit Exchange, 
in a statement this week, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the 
Valencia growers have reason 
to be optimistic, prices on these 
oranges, lemons and grapefruit 
showing brisl: gains over last 
week. 


Local valencias, sizes as small as 


392's, sold on the eastern market on 
Monday as high as $3.80 per box, 
with indications of further advances. 
The market is strong for small sizes, 
states Trueblood, and the majority 
of Covina orchards this year are 
running 216's and smaller. 


To date thirty per cent of the 


Valencia crop in the Covina district 
has been moved, twenty-six per cent 
of this being export, twenty-four per 
cent to Europe, and two per cent for 
the Honolulu and China trade. 


Shipments of Valencias this week 


by the local Exchange will be thirty 
cars, with seven additional cars go- 
ing forward on export. In addition 
to this there will be twenty-five cars 
shipped by packing houses within 
the Covina district which are out- 
side of the local Exchange. 


Gains in orange prices last week 


were mostly on the smaller sizes, 
with the market somewhat weak on 
the larger kinds. The increase in 
prices for California oranges sold in 
the east was 17 cents, to an average 
of, $3.24 per box. This was in spite 
o'f tbo fact that " 
disposed of H2^'n 
this week than last. 


During last week lemon prices 


jumped $1.84 a box, to an average 
for the week of $5.92. Due to the 
hot weather in the east, the demand 
remained good at the gain.

tenance of the present improved 
market should be possible. Record 
exports of valencias continue, with 
over 500,000 boxes to Europe during 
July assured.

Earthquake Shock 
Centers in Valley 


Citizens of the valley were awak- 


ened suddenly from their sleep 
shortly before 3 o'clock on Saturday 
morning by an earthquake shock 
which, although short in duration, 
wss the heaviest recorded in this 
district since the Long Beach quake 
of over two years ago. 


Recording instruments at the seis- 


nological laboratories of the Carne- 
|ie Institute in Pasadena registered 
;he begining of the quake at 2:54 
a.m. 
The epicenter of the disturb- 


ance was estimated to have been 
about twenty-five miles from Pasa- 
dena, in the vicinity of the foothill 
towns immedniately north of the 
Covina district. A slight tremor of 
;he earth was felt as far north as 
Santa Barbara and south to San Di- 
ego. No damage was reported in any 
district.

Arousing her husband and sons, the 
family had just time to rush down- 
stairs with such clothes as they could 
carry, before the flames and smoke 
broke thru the floors and envelopec 
the stairway. The prompt action o! 
Mrs. Maurer undoubtedly preventec 
one or more of the family beinj 
smothered in their sleep and burnec 
to death.

Public Utilities 
in City Valued 
at $307,960 


Valuation of public utilities in Co- 


vina, which are being returned to 
county tax rolls this year for the 
first time since 1910, was estimated 
as $307,960, pending revisions by the 
state board of equalization, which 
may raise or lower the figure set by 
the county assessor. While public 
utilities have not been added in with 
the county's total assessed valuation 
since 1910, the assessor nevertheless 
has assessed the properties each year, 
it was explained. This figure had to 
be available in event the state should 
decide to levy a state ad valorem 
tax, which it has not done for some 
years. 


Values placed on public utility 


holdings, such as railroads, telephone 
companies, gas companies and elec- 
trical companies, for some of the 
other cities in the county were given 
as follows in the estimates: Los An- 
geles, $132,028,220; Long Beach, $25,- 
755,285; Pasadena, $6,531,090; West 
Covina, $128,710.

Fifty years ago the first citrus trees were set out in the 


upper San Gabriel valley. 


There is a wealth of interest that could be compiled 


concerning this half century. If "Mike" Baldridge, and 
others of his time, had not succeeded in creating enthusi- 
asm for oranges and lemons, this valley would probably 
have been devoted to the culture of table and wine grapes. 
Land values would never have increased to the point 
reached by citrus groves. The grape industry would not 
have attracted the class of people we have here today. And 
grape culture would have been subjected to competition 
from all countries, for there are thriving vineyards every- 
where in the world. The decision to plant citrus groves 
was one of the crucial points in our civilization here. Here 
is a theme that should be elaborated upon by some devoted 
liistorian. Incidentally, we came near to becoming a coffee 
plantation in the Covina area. Senor Badillo, for whom 
one of our streets is named, was a heavy investor in lands 
here, and had coffee in mind when he invested. That this 
would have been a mistake is revealed by subsequent 
studies of the climate, and by the fact that coffee is raised 
in such abundance that in recent years it has been dump- 
ed as worthless at South American ports. 


Our next period in advancement will probably be that 


of smaller ownership of acreage and the construction of 
hundreds of fine homes of the twenty-thousand-dollar class. 
Southern California is destined to be built over with bet- 
ter class homes from Santa Barbara to San Diego and from 
Los Angeles to the Hemet valley. 


Our local curators and historians in the seven cities 


and towns of the upper valley should hold some meetings 
for discussion, and parcel out the subjects to be written 
and thereafter preserved. This would be a suitable activity 
for the various chambers of commerce to sponsor and su- 
pervise between now and next fall.

Lunar Eclipse 


An almost cloudless sky on Mon- 


day evening permitted the citizens 
of Covina district to witness the 
longest and most perfect lunar 
eclipse which has occurred during 
the past fifty years. 


Tliis great heavenly pageant began 


at R: 15 and the phenomenon was 
not fully concuded until 11:43. At 
7:12 the moon entered the umbra, 
or darker shadow of the earth. From 
8:09 until 9:50 die entire surface of 
the moon was blotted out by the 
earth's shadow, appearing only as a 
copper ghost in the sky.

If the United States is ever 
engaged in war in Central or South 
America, in the Atlantic or the Pacific, 
the guns and planes which American 
manufacturers have sold since the armis- 
tice will be used to kill American soldiers 
and sailors.

Real Relief Work—- 


Chairman Herbert C. Legg of the Los An- 


geles county board of supervisors seems to 
have accomplished something of definite 
benefit to the county thru his efforts in Wash- 
ington. 


Those who have been in close touch with 


Chairman Legg declare that he was able to 
cut thru much of the maze of red tape that 
enmeshes the federal alphabetical set-ups. It 
now seems assured, not only that ninety mil- 
lion dollars in federal money will be spent 
in this county in the next eighteen months, 
but that work will begin promptly on many 
of the projects. Flood control was Mr. Legg's 
greatest concern as associated with the 
necessity for relief for unemployed. 
He

projects, and there is no public work inTKis 
county that contributes more labor per dol- 
lar than flood control. Especially is this true 
on the type of flood control the supervisors 
advocate, which is channel rectification, 
watershed protection and water spreading. 
These call for very high percentage of com- 
mon labor. The first of these, on which four 
hundred thousand dollars will be spent, will 
be in the Montrose-La Crescenta area, where 
forty-four persons died and millions hi prop- 
erty lost because of mountain, fires followed 
by floods. The men for these projects will 
be taken from the relief rolls. 


While some may properly look with con- 


cern on the rapidly-mounting federal deficit 
due to relief projects, it should be borne in 
mind that this money is by no means being 
thrown away in entirety. Not only will these 
flood projects bring immediate benefit to us 
of this generation, but there will be a perma- 
nence in benefit that will in a large measure 
absolve us from criticism by corning genera- 
tions. 


Grand Opera for All— 


Lawrence Tibbett is again in Hollywood, 


this time to make sound pictures from full 
grand opera scores. 


The public owes much to Tibbett, but the 


greatest debt resulted from his action several 
years ago in ignoring moss-grown precedent, 
and bringing to the screen a voice of the first 
magnitude, paving the way for first-grade 
music in the movies. 


For years grand opera has been in deca- 


dence. The settings were demoded, and had 
come to be repellant to moderns educated to 
more lavish presentations. The opera was 
and is bound by musty, dust-laden strings of 
tradition, more interesting as a curio of the 
past. Moreover, like sacred oratorio, grand 
opera has been burdened by many turgid, un- 
interesting passages, long condemned by the 
most appreciative of music experts. It was 
thought not possible to delete or abridge, as 
sentiment concerning the score took the atti- 
tude that such editing would be profanation. 
Originally, of course, grand opera was writ- 
ten around a few acceptable arias, and much 
of the remainder was frankly filler material 
to stuff out a program to the required length 
of two and one-half or three hours. 


There are tremendous possibilities, in fact, 


probabilities, in the entrance of Tibbett and 
other great singing stars into serious screen- 
ing of grand opera and light opera scores. He 
says this week: 


"When such works as 'Carmen' and 


'Rigoletto' are brought directly to the 
screen, the main plot and music will be 
retained, but the action and background 
will be expanded and adapated along the 
lines of motion picture technique, just as 
stage plays are now adapated." 
We believe that this popularizing and 


adapting for the screen will work toward a 
definite editing of the stage performances, and 
consequently a revival of interest and sup- 
port. Thousands who see the screen versions 
will want to see the opera in living portrayal, 
for this is the history of the screen influence 
on plays, operas, songs and legitimate stage 
performances in general. 


Many a business man or just average lover 


of music has been rendered prejudicial to 
grand opera because it was not possible every- 
where to hear it at its best. Poverty in set- 
ting, mediocrity in rendition, gave him the 
impression that he didn't like grand opera. 


With artists of the calibre of Tibbett on the 


screen, backed by all the elaborate technique 
of that industry, grand opera will flower into 
real beauty for all of the people, and non- 
essentials long adhered to will be eliminated. 


William Allen White, Kansas publisher, says the 


world is a far better place in which to live than fifty 
years ago. Now it only remains to convince fifteen 
or twenty million unemployed that this is a fact. 


Stranger Than Fiction— 


Three thousand Boulder dam workers, in- 


cluding five hundred carpenters, struck last 
week, tying up the great project in its final 
stages before completion. Reason: a demand 
for a paid lunch hour. 


We should all realize the importance of the 


living wage; of man's right to a fair shnre of 
the wealth he produces; of the necessit for 
collective effort against the dangers of la lor 
exploitation. But there seems to be a t n- 
dency of labor unions at times to slap every- 
body in the face, and to strike for a paid din- 
ner hour at a time when millions are being 
barely kept alive with a few dollars in dole; 
is not an act which will enhance the cause of 
trade unionism. 


The strikes that have occurred on the Paci- 


fic coast in the past two years have for the 
most part failed of their objective, whether or 
not the objective had merits. Why? Princi- 
pally because the people know how desperate 
is the lot of the millions with no job at all, or 
only with L'omething pitifully small and in- 
adequate. Organized labor fails to attune its 
acts to human physchology, and is as guilty 
in ignoring the rights of others as have been 
certain employers in the past. This is very 
unfortunate, for it can only damage the legi- 
timate cause of labor, and alienate support 
that labor can ill afford to lose. 


The action of these strikers on the Boulder 


darn project emphasizes the fact that the right 
and wrong does not lie on either side of the 
ages-old controversy between capital and 
labor. If right is to prevail it must come from 
a modified program enforced by a third party, 
the whole people. Meanwhile, we must offer 
the opinion that many hard put to find food 
will resent a strike where workmen demand 
that they be paid to eat. 


A Two-Edged Sword— 


Governor Merriam has signed the Lyon- 


Redwine measure, prohibiting the use of 
schools and public buildings for the dissem- 
ination of radical propaganda. 
—- This-ia a-wise measure if wisely enforced. 
If it becomes a weapon to the liking of intol- 
erant partisans and professional flag-wavers, 
it will soon become unenforceable, or else 
free education will be placed in a straight- 
jacket. 


It would be difficult, in fact impossible, to 


find a sane, patriotic citizen of common sense 
who would advocate that Communists be al- 
lowed the use of school auditoriums in which 
to advocate the overthrowal of our govern- 
ment by force and violence. Camouflage their 
propaganda as they may, it is still true that 
the Communist party in United States is so 
negligible numerically that they are no men- 
ace, but merely an irritation. But no nation 
can tolerate open threat and planning to 
overthrow its government. 


But we run head-on into a serious danger 


when we attempt to enforce such a measure 
as the one the governor has just signed. Un- 
less great care is used, public education will 
find a sinister club held over its head. "Radi- 
calism/1 said Theodore Roosevelt, Sr., "is 
anything that standpat partisans do not like." 
The great drama now being enacted in this 
profoundly-changing world must be portray- 
ed, analyzed and discussed in our public 
schools and forums. The old order is gone 
and a new order is here, and the students of 
today must administrate it. They must know 
about it. This country will never embrace 
Communism as long as we have a free press 
and untrammelled education. But we might 
have Communism or worse if we suppress 
peaceable assembly and free discussion, in 
the schools or elsewhere.

Mr. and Mrs. Sherman Gail and 


daughter, Barbara, accompanied by 
Mr. Gail's father, Attorney F. W. 
Gail of Navilla Place, reurned Mon- 
day from a fifteen-days' motor trip 
covering four thousand miles thru 
the Pacific northwest. 


During their absence they drove

The community has been saddened 


by the passing of Miss Illie Stanton, 
Monday, July 15, a pioneer whose 
life had been devoted to her family 
and church and to the worthy enter- 
prises of her community. Especially 
interested in young people, many 
men and women today recall her 
sympathetic aid and guidance. 


Miss Stanton was born at Adrian, 


Mo., the daughter of Wilson B. Stan- 
ton and Elizabeth Cruse Stanton. 
She was left motherless at the age 
of 16, and in 1893, with her sister, 
Carrie, later Mrs. Bryant, now de- 
ceased, joined her brother Walter at 
his home on Barranca street. In 1900 
she established a home with her 
three younger brothers, Ira, Pliny 
and Minter, who had come west a 
few years previous, and four years 
later enlarged her household to in- 
clude her brother Charles, on the 
death of his wife, and his three chil- 
dren, for whom she cared five years. 
A niece, Yula Bryant, also bereft of 
her mother, was reared in the home, 
and for the past fifteen years they 
have resided on East Center street. 


Miss Stanton leaves beside her 


niece, Yula, four brothers and a sis- 
ter—Walter of Yucaipa, Ira, Puny 
and Minter of Covina, and Mrs. Ida 
Heath of Toppenish, Washington; 
also a nephew in the east, Carl Cum- 
mins, and sixteen nephews and 
nieces on the coast. Other near rel- 
atives are two cousins, Mrs. Laura 
Thomason and Mrs. Hattie Blunt of 
La Verne, and their families. 


"Miss Illie," as she was affection- 


ately called, united with the Pro- 
gressive Brethren church in Missou- 
ri, and in Covina affiliated with the 
Christian church, being a charter 
member in 1894. She has always 
taught in the Bible school, and for 
twenty-five years has served as fi- 
nancial secretary. Especially devoted 
to the missionary work, she has sup- 
ervised the younger groups for many 
years. 


No 'finer tribute could be given 


than the following extract from a re- 
cent letter of Evelyn Utter Pearson, 
daughter of Rev. J. W. Utter, and 
the poem which accompanied a gift 
from the Young Matrons' mission- 
ary society of the church: 


"Today I was looking thru old let- 


ters and this line caught my eye, 
'Miss Illie sends love," and I thought 
how much you had meant to me 
thru all the years, my first and most 
beloved Sunday-school teacher, of- 
ten our Junior C. E. leader, always 
a sympathetic friend and an inspira- 
tion, and one on whom I countec 
most for backing in my missionary 
work."

Rotarians Hear of 
President's Trip 


"Bob" Miller," the newly-installed 


president of the Rotary club, held 
the attention, of the membership at 
the weekly luncheon yesterday with 
a talk dealing with his impressions 
gathered during his visit at the In- 
ternational Rotary convention in 
Mexico City. Some of the most gra- 
phic portions of his address dealt 
with the life of the Mexicans in the 
rural districts. 


The greater portion of the jour- 


ney Mr. and Mrs. Miller traveled in 
what was known as a "hotel car," 
equipped to accommodate twelve 
persons, with sleeping compartments, 
diningroom and observation draw- 
ingroom. The car was attached to 
trains traveling in the daytime and 
sidetracked at night, enabling the 
passengers to view the country. Dur- 
ing the course of his address the 
speaker said in part: 


"The success of the Rotary con- 


vention in Mexico City was, in a 
great many ways, a delightful sur- 
prise to all those who attended, and 
the enjoyment of the trip exceeded 
all expectations. 
"The gracious hospitality and cour- 
tesy of the Mexican people, the en- 
tertainment, the large attendance of 
Rotarians—the official registration 
was 5303, with some 250 junior mem- 
bers of Rotarians' families swelling 
the total—the pleasure of meeting 
people from so many different coun- 
tries in such a cordial atmosphere, 
were salient features of the exper- 
ience of every convention visitor. 


"The efficiency with which the 


transportation of some 5500 people 
was handled received wide acclaim. 
Immigration and customs formalities 
at the border were conducted with 
a minimum, of difficulty. 


"In all there were 27 special trains, 


which, after arrival in Mexico City, 
became a 'Pullman Garden City' of 
243 sleeping cars and 44 dining cars. 
This unique 'city' was constructed by 
the National railways of Mexico at 
a cost of 487,000 pesos. It had four 
miles of tracks, two miles of road- 
ways between the rows of cars, and 
more than 100 service buildings for 
bath houses, dressing rooms, harbor 
shops, beauty parlors, etc. 


"Nearly 3000 people occupied these 


cars during convention week. A 
shopping center was created in an 
adjoining warehouse, redecorated for 
the purpose.

The relationship between the- 


federal government's receipts and 
expenditures, and the sources 
from which the receipts were de- 
rived, are graphically presented 
in the above chart by William 
Cavalier & company. 


It will be noticed that expendi- 


tures have far exceeded receipts 
in each year since 1930, especially 
during the past two fiscal years, 
although a new source of reve- 
nue, processing taxes, were added 
to the government's income in 
those two years. 


In earlier years shown in the 


chart, the largest portion of re- 
ceipts was derived from income 
taxes, but for the past three years 
internal revenue has become the 
most important item. This in- 
crease in internal revenue is part- 
ly accounted for by liquor stamp 
taxes since the repeal of prohi- 
bition.

Water Levels in 
Valley Have Begun 
to Recede 


Water levels in the underground 


storage basins of the San Gabriel 
valley have now begun to recede, 
according to the hydrographic divis- 
ion of the Los Angeles county flood 
control district. 


However, the total storage of wa- 


ter in the underground reservoirs 
was the highest in many years and 
much higher than that recorded last 
year. 


In the canyon basin at Foothill 


boulevard, which is filled every year 
by spreading, the«reservoir was filled 
to within 5 feet of the top on De- 
cember 27. Last year it was not 
filled to this level until some tune 
in March, and the water level start- 
ed dropping in May. This year the 
recession did not start until June 13, 
and it has now dropped to a level 
of 31 feet. 


At the key well of the main cen- 


tral San Gabriel basin, the recovery 
this year was 26 feet from last year's 
low, the highest level since 1927, 
when with an equal amount of rain- 
fall at Glendora, the total amount of 
recovery from the preceding year's 
low was only 28 feet. 


The increased rate of recovery 


from equal rainfall is said to be 
probably due to the influence of the 
Morris dam in controlling the water 
flow. 


The difference in 6 feet in recovery 


means a difference of 38,000 acre feet 
of water, approximately the storage 
capacity of Morris dam. 


At the key well of the east coastal 


basin, below the Narrows, the re- 
covery was 22.3 feet from last year's 
low. The level has now dropped 4.4 
feet from the high point measured in 
May. 


Scarifying work on the San Ga- 


briel channels has increased the rate 
of percolation and increased the un- 
derground storage, engineers of the 
flood control district stated.

Los Angeles Mayor 
Cites Ways to 
Reduce Taxes 


Selection of a citizens' committee 


to study and report on five possible 
ways of reducing the cost of govern- 
ment in Los Angeles county will be 
made within a week or ten days, 
Mayor Frank L. Shaw of Los An- 
geles told a delegation of newspa- 
permen late Tuesday at the city hall. 


Declaring that "he could see 


excuse for a county government any 
more," Mayor Shaw reiterated the 
statements made in his annual mes- 
sage to the Los Angeles city council 
last April. The five ways he sug- 
gested are: 


First, consolidation of city and 


county governments. 


Second, separation of the present 


city of Los Angeles from the county, 
and the formation of a combined 
city and county government within 
the limits of the present city. 


Third, consolidation of functions of 


the various jurisdiction within the 
county. 


Fourth, legislation that would re- 


lieve property within the city from 
the burden of all county taxation, 
except that necessary to pay the cost 
of services actually rendered by the 
county to the city; or 


Fifth, abolition of county govern- 


ment, with the state itself render- 
ing all governmental services not 
performed by the municipality. 


Contention of Mayor Shaw was 


that the city of Los Angeles, which 
it has been shown pays some 57 per 
cent of the county taxes, is paying 
for services rendered to the unin- 
corporated areas, such as police pro- 
tection thru the sheriffs office, health 
service, and maintenance of libraries 
as examples. 


Shaw also made the statement that 


he 
believed 
other 
municipalities 


were also helping to pay the cost o 
these services in the unincorporatec 
areas. He asserted that the taxpay- 
ers in the unincorporated 
area 


were not paying their full share o 
the costs of government. 


Asked how municipalities woulc 


be represented if the county an 
its board of supervisors were to b 
abolished, the mayor replied, "as 
semblymen and the county's senate 
—that should be enough."
